WASHINGTON, After reading 
and approval of the journal the spealer asked 
and received permission of the house to Ap- 
point committees on rules,

Mr. Morrison, of EWinois, offered a resolution

The well known 
rule, No, 1, is proposed to be amended 
by striking out the clause which provides that 
no pension in any such bill (general appropria- 
tion) or amendment thereto, changing exist- 
ing law be in order, except such as be germane 
to the subject matter of the bill shall retrench 
expenditures by reduction of number and sal- 
ary of officers of the United States. by a re- 
duction of compensation, or any person paid 
out of the treasury of the United States, or by 
reduction of the amounts of money covered by 
the bill. Reference of the resolutions was 
ordered, Springer, of Illinois, 
then presented for immediate action a code of 
miles prepared by him, and which have been 
already published. ; 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, raised a point of 
order against the proposition, but withdrew it 
for the present to enable Mr. Springer to ex- 
plain his proposed code. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia. offered a resolu- 
tion declaring that pending the consideration 
of the proposed rules, and until the rules of 
the house shall he adopted, this house be gov- 
erned by the rules of precedence of the tast 
house of representatives so far as applicable 
and by Jefferson’s Manual. He called atten- 
tion to the ahsolute necessity of having some 
mule of procedure, while the — subject 
ofamending rules was under consideration. 
He had no imtention, by his resolution, to ob- 
struet actfon upon the proposed rules. It was 
not his impression the house would take any 
speedy action on the proposed modification and 
he thought that, until action was taken, there 
would be no rules under which the house could 
proceed to business. 

Mr. Herbert opposed Mr. Hammond’s propo- 
sition, taking the ground that the house, hay- 
img once adopted the old rules could not change 
them without a two-thirds yote. There was 
no necessity existing for adoption of these rules, 
as the general parliamentary laws were ade- 
quately sufficient for the guidance of the house

In no country do public men attract so much 
attention from the masses as they do in the 
United States.

Each commands 
about an equally good view of the chair, the 
floor and the galleries. The “petty scrambles 
for particular chairs so often indulged in by 
senators are as disreputable to the sense as they 
are to the dignity of that body. A little sena- 
tor can find no chair which will increase his 
imyportinee, while the eyes: of his colleagues 
and the public will readily find a big senator 
wherever he sits, 

One of the favorite senatorial habits is to 
walk with downeast looks and pensive aspect 
up and down the vacant space back of the last 
row of desks. It is an- exercise for the sena- 
torial muscles; an indication of thoughtfulness: 
and a temptation to the popular curiosity 
which is forever gazing upon the 
slightest movement of the ‘ambassadors 
from the states to the union,” In the house, 
with its almost incessant confusion and 
its brigade of members it requires a striking 
individuality to command attention.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 9%.—The 
ice ling of the American public health associa- 
tion reconvened this morning, President 
Reeves in the chair. About twenty new 
names were added to the list of members, Dr. 
P. H. Bryce. secretary of the provincia! board 
of Ontario, Canada, read an interesting paper, 
giving a sketch of therecent smallpox epidemic 
in Canada and the methods of dealing with it 
in the different provinces, Dr. Wim. H. Hings- 
ion, of Montreal, followed witha supplementary 
siatement regarding the smallpox in Montreal 
and the province of Quebec. Dr, Hingston 
referred -also to the disseniination of anfti- 
vaccination views among the French people, 
which had, he said, done incalculable damage. 
Sentiment against vaccination, however, had 
now almost entirely disappeared. This was 
due, first. to the commercial people of the prev- 
ince, who made it a rule that no one should be 
employed in store, warchouse or factory with- 
out a certificate of vaccination, and then to the 
American authorities, who declined to permit 
persons to cross the frontier Without showing 
marks of recent vaccination. Referring to the 
death 6f 3,000 persons, he said it was enormous, 
but it did not, as might be supposed, represent 
2 000 honses of mourning. He had heard that 
in some of the United States there was but 
lie child Lo every LWwo or three houses. 

It was net soin Quebec. “The death rate 
was large.” said Dr, Hingston, “but our birth 
rate was enormous, There is no country in 
which the birth rate is so enormeus.’ He 
spoke of the density of the French population, 
and said when smallpox entered a house if 
would take off five or six children under sev- 
en.

Mory of a Tennessee 'Desperado— His 
Numerous Crimés. 

N ASHVELLE, Tenn., December 9. 
The cximes of John H, Bradley, of Sumper 
county, now serving aterm at Chester, [)s,, 
for violating United States revenue laws, kcep 
coming to light. A deputy marsha! today had a 
talk with Mary Jane Parker, who lived with A. 
J. Bradley, father of John Bradley.from 137% to 
isso. She says when Seagraves came into the 
Bradley neighborhood A. J. Bradley -loaned 
his son..John a pistol with which to kill him. 
The day of the murder John Bradley and Sea- 
graves went off together, Bradley carrying a 
shotgun. Shortly after hisdeparture Bates 
Bradley came to his grandfather and borrowed 
a pistol, saying his father wanted to kill Sea- 
graves. When the pistol was returned two 
barrels were empty. She was 
afterwards told by <A. J. Bradley 
that John Bradley and two other men had 
killed Seagraves. The other men left the coun- 
try, Soon after Bradley was arrested for kill- 
ing Miller, saying they feared he would report 
them forthe Seagraves murder. The girl gave 
the Bradley family a bad name, and said that 
aften the killing of Seagraves A. J. Bradley 
and gohn Bradley fell out, but while on his 
deathbed the old man sent for John, saying he 
wanted to make up with him before he died, 
When the son arrived at home A. J. Bradley 
made the girl give him his pistol, which he 
put under his pillow. He then told her to 
tell his son to come in, remarking that 
he intended to kill him before he died, 
John H. refused to go in, and thus saved his 
life. It will be remembered, Henry Seagraves, 
deputy United States marshal made a trip to 
Summer county in April, 1581, in search of il- 
licit distilleries. Onthe 10th he stopped at a 
house situated twelve miles from LaFayette, 
Macon county. and with his friend, Samuel! 
(ox, ate supper. Four men came toa eabin 
occupied by colored persons in the neighbor- 
hood and inquired whether Seagraves and Cox 
had arrived. Being answered in the aflirma- 
tive, the party fired shots to attract the atten- 
tion of the revenue officers who started out to 
investigate the cause, As they approached the 
cabin Seagraves was fired upon, one bullet en- 
tering the centre of his breast and another 
passiug through his right wrist. Seagraves 
diedalmost instantly. Thc murderers of Sea- 
graves cannot now betried by the United 
States circuit court, but can be tried for mur- 
der by the state court.

Bradiaugh Negotiating With the Liberals—Mr. Glad- 
stone Reported as Bager for Office so as t6 
Oust the Conservatives—The Situation iu 
Roumelia—Other Interesting News. 


LONDON, December %.—The estimate of the 
final result of the elections give the evalition 
of tories and Parnellites a majority of 10 over 
the liberals. Apart from the Parnellite yote 
the liberals have a majority of 72. 
parliamentary seats remain to be 
declared. The liberals cotnt upon obtaining 
three of these which would raise their 
total to 834 against 336 conservatives and na- 
tionalists. A report, which is believed in 
liberal clubs. is current, to the effect that Mr. 
Gladstone has decided te seize the first chance 
to oust the conservatives. He is said to be eager 
for oftice, proposing to conclude his publie life 
with the production ofa home rule measure 
for Ireland. 

Bradlaugh has entered into negotiations 
with the liberal leaders. He proposes not to 
present himself at the bar of the house of com- 
mons to take the oath of office atthe opening 
of parliament, proyided the liberals will intro- 
duce and support the bill allowing members- 
elect to affirm instead of taking oath. The 
number of members of the new house of com- 
mons never before elected to parliament is 352.

When the 
dead body was discovered, there were marks of 
vio'ence on the throat, and evidences of a 
struggle. The jury rendered a verdict charg- 
ing McCreary with murder, and officers are 
now on his track.

The President on Silver Coinage. 

The president’s message, happily full and 
explicit, shows that there is but one point 
on which there can be collision between the 
administration and the democratic party. 

There have heen but three points on which 
serious difference was expected.. The tariff, 
civil service, and silver coinage. President 
Cleveland clears away all apprehension as to 
two of these points. On the tariff he stands 
just where all sensible democrats stand—in 
favor of reducing the tariff to a point of 
revenue needed for an economical administra- 
tion of the government, the protection of 
American industries and the maintenance of 
American wages, to be considered in making 
this reduction. This policy will be accepted 
by every democrat except perhaps Mr. Watter- 
son and kindred wild-eyed asses of the west. 
On civil service the president is positive, and 
we may say, unanswerable. It is hardly 
possible that more than the casual growls of 
sore-heads will protest against the presi- 
clent’s utterance on this point. 

On silver coinage, however, the issue is 
made squarely and unmistakably. In 
stronger terms than ever before—and evi- 
dently with the most earnest sincerity—Mr. 
Cleveland plants himself on the proposition 
that the compulsory coinage of silver should 
cense. Itis inconceivable that so forceful 
and practical a man—one so thoroughly im- 
pressed with the dignity and responsibility 
of his position—would utter these strong 
words idly. He has the courage of his con- 
Victions, and will press them at every point 
during the coming session. 

Our views on this subject are well under- 
stood. We have urged them repeatedly 
through these columns. 


These views have 
mot changed. But Mr. Cleveland has proved 
A wise, consistent and successful leader. He 
wrought victory out of defeat in 1884, and 
we are inclined to believe promises more 
surely than any other man a ‘surer and 
broader victory in 1888. While many of his 
party may disagree§ with his views on silver 
coinage, as indeed we do, we doubt if fac- 
tious opposition should be made to the carry- 
ing out of a policy which, while Swe oppose 
it, has much to commend it and has the sup. 
port of the majorityfof tho wisest democratic 
leaders. We shall offer no captions objec- 


tions if -his views prevail. There is not 


@nough in the silver issue to justify a divis- » 


ion of the democratic party which carries the 
covenant of honest and non-sectional and 
economical government for this country— 
not even enough to justify a serious entan- 
glement between the party and the man 
who led it from a quarter of a century of 
defeat into undisputed national victory. 


The Death of Midas. 

There was a shock all over the world yes- 
terday morning when the people read the 
announcement of William H. Vanderbilt's 
death. The death of a king would not have 
created a greater sensation. In this way the 
dead millionaire was a king, wielding a far 
greater share of power than falls to the lot of 
ordinary rulers. 

Vanderbilt was not a daring, reckless 
speculator: He ran no great risks. He 
never dazzled the world by brilliant and 
hazardous coups. Inheriting great wealth 
from his father, the famous commodore, he 
invested it wisely and its increase followed 
as an inevitable result. One of his methods 
was to squeeze all he could out of his em- 
ployes. The thousands fof men engaged on 
his steamboat and railway lines never 
knew what day their wages might be 
cut down. Whenever the great capitalist 
saw his way clear to squeezing the laborers 
who served him he squeezed without mercy. 

Of course such a man, with such a start, 
and using such methods, grew richer day by 
day. Everything he touched turned to gold. 
He reached the point where he suffered the 
embarrassment of riches. When his millions 
leaped up into the hundreds this Colossus of 
finance found that whether he desired it or 
not, his schemes left their impress upon legis- 
lation, business, politics, society and national 
character. Eyen when he made no advances, 
presidents; governors, judges and statesmen 
made him away that his lightest wish would 
receive serious consideration. Naturally 
cold, selfish and scheming, these qualities 
gradually became intensified. It seemed to 
this man, with all his vast possessions and his 
almost limitless power, that death must 
spare him or at least give him due warning. 
He grew so indifferent to his fellowmen and 
their opinious that he insolently said ; *’The 
people be d—d !”’ 

Death showed the plutocrat no favor. He 
did not even announce his coming. Like 
the lightning’s bolt the shaft struck the 
shining mark, shattering it into a mass of 
common clay. 

America has had millionaires who made 
their names bcloved throughout the land. 
She has today men of wealth whose friends 
are to be found in log cabins as well as in 
palaces. But Vanderbilt belonged to another 
class. Perhaps at heart he was not so selfish 
and unfeeling as he appeared. His family 
and personal friends were attached to him. 
He may have been too much absorbed in the 
pursuit of wealth to give play. to the better 
side of his nature. He may have intended 
to spend the closing years of his life in 
organizing and supporting splendid charities. 
This is guess-work, and very wild guess- 
work. 

Is it necessary to say one word concerning 
the lesson of this wasted life and this sudden 
death? ‘The interest of the public just now 
is centered upon Vanderbilt’s millions. It 
is very certain that he did not take them 
with him. When this is said enough is said 
to point an obvious moral. 

The President and Civil Service Reform. 

“In his message President Cléveland dis- 
cusses the question of civil service reform in 
a very interesting style. Some of his state- 
ments, indeed, are significant as showing 
that he has no sympathy with the sham re- 
formers who believe that an office holding 
class should be built up in a government of 
the peeple, by the people, and for the people. 
There have been various interpretations of 
civil service reform, but the president’s 
“views will he accepted as embodying the 
meaning of the democratic platform, the de- 
sires of the democratic voters and che inten- 
tions of the democratic administration. 

These views are not greatly different from 
those expressed from time to time by THE 
CONSTITUTION and other democratic news- 
papers. We have protested against thesham 
civil service reform that was in operation 
under the republican ciyil service commis- 
sion, and against the inferences of certain 
journals that the president heartily sympa- 
thized with such sham reform. The action 
of Mr. Cleveland in reorganizing the com- 
mission and placing it on a democratic basis 
is a sufficient reply to the inferences of the 
mugwump organs, and his remarks onthe 
subject in his message show. that he is in 
favor of dégnocratic civil service reform. 

He ventures to ‘‘hope that we shall never 
again be remitted toa system which dis- 
tributes public positions purely as rewards 
for partisan services.’’ The system to which 
the president alludes was invented and put 
in practice by the republicans, and reached 
the point of flagrancy under Hayes, when 
that impertinent creature, in order to shield 
the conspirators who had stolen the presi- 
dency, and in order to cover up the theft, 
was compelled to give high oftice to a set of 
the most infamous rascals to be found in the 
whole country—trascals hailing from South 
Carolina, Florida and Louisiana, But every 
readerein the country is familiar with those 
disgraceful events—the culmination of repub- 
lican fraud and corruption. 

It was our intention simply to remind our 
readers that the spoils system, as it has ex- 
isted during the past twenty years, is a re- 
publican invention for the purpose of keep- 
ing that corrupt party in power. It is true 
that in the better days of the republic the 
democratic party, when it was called to ad- 
minister the affairs of the government, filled 
all offices with democrats; but they were 
honest, competent and capable democrats, 
men who would scorn to betray a public 
trust and who never dreamed of entering into 
a conspiracy to swindle the people. 

Thus, in diseussing the question of civil 
service reform, it is well to bear in mind the 
fact that it has been made necessary by re- 
publican profligacy. When President Gar- 
field succeeded Hayes, the army of office 
seekers that forced its way to Washington 
was twice as large as that which appeared at 
Washington -aiter the election of Mr. Cleve- 
Jand. This shows that there was necessity 
for civil service reform of a genuine sort in 
order to cool the ardor of republican parti- 
sans. There is a good deal, too, in prece- 
dent, and it is to be feared that, without 
ecme sortof restriction, the democrats would 
have been inclined, in some measure, to fol- 
low the example of republicans. 

The president speaks rather fvaguely of 
parjies; he-says that they ‘‘seem to be neces- 
. tary,’ and that they ‘“‘will long continue to 
exist;”’ but this is. hardly stating the facts 


strong enough. While the republic exists 


there will be parties, and those who have con- 
victions as to what is right and whatis wrong 
will earn the title of partisans. Parties will 
not only continue to exist—they are abso- 
lutely essential to the safety and stability of 
our institutions, and as long as they exist the 
people will demand that every change in the 
administration shall be followed by a corre- 
sponding change in the office holders—not 
because the offices are regarded as a reward 
for partisanship, but in order that theadmin- 
istration shall be a unit, and in order that 
the principles which the administration re- 
presents shall be enforced without let or 
hindrance. 

The president recognized these essential 
and fundamental ideas when he made the 
civil service commission democratic, and he 
will continue to recognize them until his ad- 
ministration becomes powerful for good and 
for effective reform until all the important 
offices are filled by honest and competent 
democrats—men who are in sympathy with 
his purposes and with the purposes of his 
administration. 


The War Report. 

The report of the secretary of war isa 
business-like document. The secretary con- 
tents himself with a review of the work of 
his department during the past year, with- 
out any attempt to magnify his office or to 
settle important questions. But whenever 
recommendations are appropriate in the 
course of his report, he does not hesitate to 
make them. 

He apparently accepts the policy of Geu- 
eral Sheridan as to the concentration of troops 
in large garrisons near large towns. The 
policy looks to the abandonment of small 
posts. It would place troops where they are 
oftenest needed, and where they exercise a 
quiet and unseen influence over the unruly 
elements of our population. The large gar- 
risons would of course be located at railroad 
centers, so that troops could be sent speedily 
to any part of the district that a given garri- 
son covers. At such posts the . military 
spirit could be kept up, whereas at small 
posts there is no competition in drilling, and 
no chance for improvement, because nearly 
all the men are needed to perform the routine 
duty of camp life. 

In carrying out this policy the secretary of 
war calls the attention of congress tothe new 
military post near this city. The title is 
perfected, and he states that *‘work will soon 
be begun upon the buildings for the military 
station at this important point.’’ He evi- 
dently considers the present appropriation 
for buildings sufficient during the coming 
year; but he asks congress to make an ap- 
propriation for the purchase of the Niles 
property adjoining the tract already obtained. 
The department plainly intends to start the 
new work from a broad foundation. 


The Mormon Question. 

There is no straddling of the Mormon prob- 
lem in the message of President Cleveland. 
He plainly says that the Mormons must cease 
to resist the laws of the country. He pro- 
poses to execute the Edmunds law in a ‘‘firm 
but just’? manner. ~The Mormons do not 
know the man they are dealing with, if they 
think there is room for evasion, or compre 
mise, or long delay in the programme that 
the president offers the country. The sooner 
they abandon their abominable practices Ue 
better will be their condition under this ad- 
ministration. . 

While troops arefslowly going to Utah, it 
is plain the president relies more upon the 
courts and legislation than upon an imme- 
diate use of force. He evidently looks for 
much good from a continued enforcement of 
the Edmunds law; and he asks congress to 
c'reumscribe the evil by prohibiting the in- 
portation of Mormons. Heretofore the larger 
portion of Mormon recruits have been drawn 
from the old world; and the president very 
sensibly proposes that recruits for a system 
that stands in a hostile attitude to this gov- 
ernment shall not be permitted to land on 
our shores, 

The Mormons must begin to see that they 
are in the clutches of a great people, and 
that obedience to the law is now a necessity, 
Either they must part with their peculiar in- 
stitution, or else there is going to be trouble 
in the land of the saints. The emphatic 
language of the president may have the ef- 
fect to bring them to their senses. They 
must see now that they have no reason to 
hope for toleration while they practice polyz- 
amy, from an administration of eitherparty. 
Mad though they are, they must behave 
themselves, or prepare to go. The president 
has said it.

Railroad Under Headway. 

E. C. Meachen,contractor for the entire work 

of building the Covington and Macon railroad, 

which ‘will be about ninety. miles long, and which 


will connect with the Atlanta and Charlotte Air, 


Line at either Gainesville or Buford, reached At- 
lanta yesterday on his way to Macon. He was met 
here by Colonel L. F. Livingston, president; B. W. 
Frobell, chief engineer and J. A. Ansley, secreta 
and treasurer of the Covington and Macon Railroa 
eccmpany. Today, Mr. Meachen will go to Macon, 
accompanied by President Livingston, 
S. W. Roberts, assistant engineer, and his corps 
of sixteen men. Work will be commenced as soon 
as the sub-contracts ean pe let. Steel rails for the 
entire road has already been purchased, and will 
be delivered as soon as the road bed is ready to re- 
ceive it. The track will be standard gauge. Six 
Baldwin locomotives and a number of passenger 
coaches and baggage cars have already been con- 
tracted for, and are in process of construction. The 
company will build its own freight cars. Within 
the next few days a location for the com- 
pany’s shop’s will be selected in Macon, 
and the work of building them commenced at once. 
The construction company by which _ the line will 
be built is largely Copnponee of New York capital- 
ists. This. company has purchased about 3,000 
acres of land in and about Jasper county, the shoals 
in that county noted for its magnificent water pow- 
er being included in the purchase.

A Suit Filed Yesterday by Mrs. Cora M. 
Gray. 

Mrs. Cora M. Gray yesterday, filed a suit 
against Frank P, Gray, Miles G. Dobbins and 
John J. Howard, in the Fulton superior court. 

Mr, F. P. Gray is Mrs. Cora Gray’s husband. 
Messrs. Dobbins and Howard live in Bartow 
county. 

On the eleventh day of August, 1881, says 
the oratrix, respondent F, P. Gray, made with 
Miles G, Dobbins a contract for the purchase of 
a house and lot in West End, in Fulton county, 
agreeing to pay for same the sum of $10,000. 
The payments were to be made in February, 
1582, January, 1883, January, 1884 and Janu- 
ary, 1255; $2,500 at eachjpayment. Promissory 
notes were given, the last three bearing inter- 
est at 7 percent. Upon the payment of the 
Jast note the titles and deeds to the property 
were to be wale. 

Upen the Sth day of October, 1881, J. J. 
Howard sold to F. P. Gray, a body of land in 
Bartow county, for $1,000 cash and a one-fourth 
interest in Oothcaloga cotton factory. Mr. F. 
P. Gray immediately went into possession of 
the West End property and the Bartow county 
farm, and IHloward took control of the interest 
in the factory. 

On the 29th of August last, F. P. Gray, who 
was indebted to Miles Dobbins forthe West 
End property, entered into an agreement with 
Dobbins, whereby he contracted to make a 
decd to Dobbins tothe Bartow county farm, 
receiving the same as payment on 
notes for the West End property to the amount 
of $9,666, leaving $733 principal amount and 
$4C6 accrued interest. It was understood that 
the titles tosaid farms should be made from J. 
J. Howard to Mrs. Cora M. Gray, and from her 


‘to Dobbins, and Mrs. Gray to receive the titles 


from Dobbins in same way for the West End 
property. 

k. P. Gray assigned and transferred to Mrs. 
Gray, comptainant, the said bond, for titles to 
him from Dobbins. 

Mrs. Giay is now and was then, in possession 
of the West End property. Howard had tak- 
en possession and is now in 
possesion of the interest in the 
cotton factory. Dobbins is in possession 
ofthe Bartow county farm. Every contract 
has been faithfully executed. The factory 
property has been used up and expended by 
Hoeward. By an agreement between Mrs. Gray 
and respondehts, Mrs. Gray was substituted in 
place of F. P. Gray, both as to the payment for 
the West End property and for the Bartow 
county farm. Mrs. Gray pai@and settled with 
Howard $1,000 and interest due by E, P. Gray 
con the purchase of said farm, and she says she 
is now ready to make to Howard the proper 
titles to the interest in the cotton factory. 
Dobbins and Howard both knew of the matter 
and consented and agreed to it. 

On the 12th day of last May Dobbins brought 
suit in the city court against E. P. Gray for the 
full amount of the farm notes, $10,000. Mrs. 
Gray savs thatthe property will he sold unless 
enjoined by the court. Since these various 
contracts were made property has increased in 
value in West End, the cotton factory property 
has decreased in value, and that Dobbins is na- 
willing tostand to his contract in regard to 
making a deed to the West End property and 
receiving titles to the Bartow county farra. 
The farm has decreased in value, and therefore 
the trouble.

A TRAIN WRECKED. 


An East Tennessee Freight Tumbles From 
a Trestle. 

What might have proved a fatal collision oecur- 
red last night on the Atlanta and Macon branch of 
the East Tennessce road. Asitisnoone was dan- 
gerously injured but the road will suffer the com- 
plete loss of several freight cars and the wreckage 
of a Jarge lot of freight. 

The collision ocenrred one mile south of Rose- 
land, a station about two miles south of Atlanta, on 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad. 
The wreck took place on top of a heavy trestle, 
which stood the shock without falling, and whith 
is as sound and strong now, with seventeon ears 
piled on andferound it, as ever. The eause of th> 
wreck is not positively known, but Conductor 
Ross says that before leaving Atlanta for 
Macon last night, with the wrecked train, 
the first section of Nos 41, four tramps 
applied to him for passage, which was refused. 
He left the city-on time and proceeded smoothly 

_until his train reached the trestle below Roseland.

A CYCLONE AMONG CONVICTS.

CHESTER, Ill., December 9.—-The buildings 
ofthe Southern Illinois penitentiary, at this 
place, were badly damaged and some of the 
inmates seriously injured by the cyclone last 
night.

DEATH FROM TRICHINOSIS. 


A Ten-Year-Old Girl Eats Raw Pork and 
Dies. 

WanrasnH, Ind., December 9.—The ten-year- 
old daughterof James Dunn, of Xenia, died 
today from trichinosis. A week or more ago 
she complained of severefpains in her arms and 
legsand later became unable to walk. The 
muscular portions of her limbs swelled rapid- 
ly and she suffered great agony till her death, 
her physician failing to comprehend the nature 
of her ailment. An examination of a portion 
of muscle from her upper arm was made. 
When placed under the microscope the portion 
removed was found to be alive with trichne. 
It is said that two weeks ago the girl ate raw 
pork and that her death resulted from this. It 
is feared other members of the family will suf- 
fer similar attacks. 

NEW YorK, December 9.—The health ar 
thorities were called upon yesterday to inves- 
tigate a case of supposed trichinosis on the west 
side. All the sufierers, eight in number, had 
eaten together of a half-cooked ham. Dr. Cy- 
rus Edson is making a thorough investigation. 
Not a morsel is left of the ham, but the history 
of the cases leaves little or no doubt as to the 
cause of the trouble, 


PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 


Fatal Accidents From the Firesin West Vir- 
ginia, 

WHEELING, W. Va., December 9.—News 
comes from three interior towns of as many 
fatal accidents by fire. .The first was at Win- 
nifred, Kanawha county. Miss Lizzie Trail, 
aged fourteen, was engaged in cooking over an 
open fire when her clothing ignited, She was 
alone in the house at thetime, and when her 
parents returned they found the girl lying 
upon the floor uncouscious and burned in the 
most frightful manner. She died in six hours. 

Two miles from Parkersburg, a colored wo- 
man, whose name is unknown, left her three 
children playing on the kitchen floor while 
she went for a pail of water. On her return: 
she found the baby, aged one year, crawling 
out of the door, wrapped in a sheet of flames. 
The mother threw the water upon it and ex- 
tinguished the fire, but the child diedin an 
hour. 

Miss Annie Taylor, aged seventeen, of Clif- 
ton, undertook to clean ont a flue by igniting 
a quantity of gunpowder inthe grate. The 
explosion set her clothing on fire and she was 
burned to death.

Last night from nine o'clock till half past ten 
the United States marshal’s office in the court- 
house presented a wild and romantic scene, 

Between fiftcen and twenty revenue men, 

WHO HAVE FACED DEATH 
dozens of times, were assembled in the two large 
rooms awaiting the hour to start to the place 
where their friend and fellow workman had 
been killed. 
‘They go for revenge. 

They will get it.

When the gentleman was killed ‘he had in 
charge a man camed Calvin Young, arrested 
for vielating the revenue laws, whom he had 
arrested and was taking to Valley Head. While 
crossing Lookout mountain near Watt Ellison’s 
at the ford of Little river, some one shot him 
through the left lung, killing him almost in- 
stantly. 

A telegram received last night by Tar Con- 
STITUTION stated that Young, the man whom 
Captain Kellett hadunder arrest, was in Sum- 
merville yesterday and stated that he and 
Captain Kellett were crossing the 
stream where he heard the report of a rifie 
from the thicket near by, and upon looking 
in the direction of Kellett saw him falling 
from his horse. He went up to Kellett, 
who was lying in the edge of the water. Kel- 
lett asked Young if he knew who it was that 
fired the gum. He then asked Young to 
hitch his horse and to rein himup. Young 
states thathe threw the reins over the ends 
of some logs that had drifted and lodged in the 
edge of the road and then endeavored to raise 
Kellett, but owing to his size was unable to 
move him.

“It was unnecessary for Mr. Young to go two 
miles on foot when Captain Kellett’s horse was 
there,” said a gentleman well acquainted with 
allthe facts. “It was also unnecessary for him 
to run two miles for assistance when he could 
have gone to his own home, just three quarters 
of a mile distant.” 

There%s some misunderstanding as to where 
Captain Kellett was killed. If it was at Little 
river it was in Alabama; butifit was ata 
stream called ‘a Little creek,’ about ene mile 
from Little river, then it was in this state. 
The gentlemen in the department believe that 
it was at Little creek {There are nofbushes near 
Little river, and the other stream is nothing 
more than a branch, 

The Wat Ellison spoken of is now in the 
Fulton county jail serving out his third sen- 
tence for violating the revenue laws. 

There is a man named Tom Townsend, from 
Pickens county, who has threatened Captain 
Kellett’s life, and some suspicion rests upon 
him, Itissaid that Townsend tried to kill 
him once before. There are several warrants 
for Townsend and no one knows where he is.

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KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


Jake Harris is Run Down and Killed by a 
Passenger Train. 

Jake Harris, a colored laborer, was run 
over and instantly killed by a passenger train 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad night 
before last. 

The aecident happened about five miles 
from the city. 

. Harris, and another negro named Richmond 
Sanders, had been chopping wood near Bolton 
day before yesterday. On that afternoon they 
quit work about sun down andj going to their 
home, which was near by, ate supper. After 
supper they walked down the railroad track .a 
mile or so, and then across some fields to an 
acquaintances’ home, where they remained an 
hour or two, and then started back to their 
own home. When the 

TWO DARKIES REACHED THE RAILROAD 
track they placed themselves between the 
rails, and walking abreast talked together. 
Soon after starting np the track they saw a 
Georgia Pacific freight train coming towards 
them at full speed. They were on the Western 
and Atlantic track, and being in no danger, 
stopped still and watched the train asit rushed 
past them. Then they turned about and 
walked on, all unmindful of the Western and 
Atiantie passenger train that was coming be- 
hind them at full speed. The approaching 
train made the usual noise, but the two darkies 
paid no attention to it, thinking, if they heard 
it at all, that the noise was made by the freight 
that had just gone by. Finally Sanders hap- 
pened to look behind him, and as he did so he 
saw the train. It was then 

WITHIN A FEW FEET OF HIM 

and yelling to Harris to look out, sprang from 
the track. As Sanders left the track and while 
he was yetin the air theengine struck him 
and knocked him fully twenty feet. The fall 
did not hurt Sanders, and when the train had 
passed on he arose and returning to the track 
called, 

“Jake! Jake! Jake!” 

But there was no reply. Then he called 
again and again, each time a little louder, but 
still received no reply. The night was dark 
and Sanders could not see a half dozén paces 
before him. He stood stilla while and then 
started to move off, but before he had taken a 
dozen steps his foot struck something and San- 
ders fell. Thinking that he had stumped his 
toe on a tie, Sanders inutiered an oath and be- 
gan to rise, but when he placed his hands on 
the ground to help himself up

and soft under them, and in another instant 
discovered that he was lying across Harris's 
body and that his hands were in his blood. 
The discovery frightened Sanders, and leaping 
to his feet he hurried home and securing help 
returned to the place. There he found Harris 
dead. He had not heard Sanders’s alarm. The 
train struck him and, knocking him down, 
passed over him, Both legs were cut off and one 
arm, also. One leg was found fully twenty- 
five yards from the body. 

Coroner Haynes was notified early yesterday 
morning ofWHarris’s death, and at once re- 
paired to the place and held an inquest. The 
only witness introduced was Richard Sanders 
and upon his statement ea verdict of death by 
being knocked from the Western and Atlantic 
railroad track was rendered.
